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A charity is desperately seeking a 
new home after making the “heart¬ 
breaking” decision to temporarily 
stop its support of about 40 home¬ 
less, vulnerable and socially-isolated 
people each day. 

The Pitstop, which provide free 
lunches, anger management class¬ 
es, job training and assistance with 
accommodation, has used tempo¬ 
rary premises since its original site 
at Leatherhead Football Club was 
severely flooded on Christmas Eve, 
2013. 

But the site, Leatherhead United 
Reformed Church, was taken over 
by an educational organisation, 
with whom it had a previous com¬ 
mitment, on Monday, August 27. 

Chairman of trustees Richard 
Langtry, 70, said: “When we had to 
close our doors it was absolutely 
heartbreaking - some of the 
trustees were in tears, but we had 
no choice. 


“It was an agonising decision, but 
what was even worse was when we 
had to tell our clients. It was a mas¬ 
sive blow for all of us.” 

The Pitstop has struggled to find 
a new home, Mr Langtry said, be¬ 
cause prospective landlords are 
concerned about the behaviour of 
some of the people they support, 
who are often homeless or battling 
substance abuse issues. 

The charity is now looking to buy 
premises with enough space to pro¬ 
vide job training classes and anger 
management services, which it was 
unable to at the church. 

Mr Langtry said that after the Pit- 
stop’s “grave failure” to find a new 
home, he and the trustees were 
“determined to be back and better 
than before”. 

Volunteers are providing lunch 
for some of the charity’s vulnera¬ 
ble people to plug the gaps while it 
is homeless, but people have also 
had to turn to food banks. 

At its peak, the Pitstop provided 
lunch for at least 40 people a day 
who now have nowhere to go, since 
the borough’s other organisations

for the vulnerable do not provide 
this service. 

Local Rotary clubs have urged 
Mole Valley District Council 
(MVDC) to help re-open the Pitstop 
as soon as possible, saying it would 
be a “tragedy” to lose such an im¬ 
portant facility. 

Simon Edmands, of the Leather¬ 
head Rotary Club, said: “We’ve 
been supporters of the Pitstop for 
years and we’re very sorry to hear 
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of the charity’s imminent closure. 

“We urge Mole Valley District 
Council and all local councillors to 
help them find a new home as soon 
as possible.” 

However, MVDC’s executive 
member for community engage¬ 
ment and resident services admit¬ 
ted the council has not had any 
success in finding a solution to the 
charity’s needs. 

Councillor Vivienne Michael 
said: “We have worked closely with 
the chairman and senior members 
of the charity, exploring options for 
accommodation, including looking 
for possibilities within our own 
property portfolio. 

“Unfortunately, to date we have 
been unable to find a solution that 
suited the charity’s needs. 

“We will be continuing to support 
them in their ongoing search for a 
new home.”

The youngster’s cancer was 
first diagnosed in 2013, and 
the family travelled to Ameri¬ 
ca so Ollie could have proton 
therapy. However late last 
year the family was told the 
cancer had returned and 
Ollie had only months to live. 

Haydon, aka Dean Parsons, 
who lives in Morden, organ¬ 
ised a number of fundraising 
events and visited Ollie at 
Epsom Hospital last Christ¬ 
mas. He and his wife Kelly 
were behind Sunday’s picnic.

“When it came to the news 
the treatment wasn’t succes- 
ful so many people responded 
to offer help and give presents 
that we had one for every 
child on the ward, which was 
amazing.”

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Toaster blaze killed pensioner 


Pensioner Joyce Yelland was killed 
by her toaster that caught fire and 
filled her home with choking, poi¬ 
sonous smoke, a coroner heard on 
Monday, writes Jack Backwell. 

The 89-year-old’s body was found 
on the landing of her home by fire¬ 
fighters who broke in and discov¬ 
ered she had been overcome by the 
smoke. 

Mrs Yelland lived alone and 
rarely made food for herself, rely¬ 
ing on a meals-on-wheels service 
that delivered to her home. 

The OAP, described as “fiercely 
independent”, did not have carers 
and spent much of her time look¬ 
ing after herself despite problems 
with her mobility, hearing and 
eyesight. 

The inquest heard that she 
would sometimes make herself an 
egg on toast supper in the evening, 
but left the rest of her culinary 
needs to the council run meals-on- 
wheels service. 

On February 24 this year, a 
passing taxi driver spotted flames 
leaping from the kitchen of Mrs 
Yelland’s home in Mill Road, 


Epsom, in the late evening. 

Fire crews were called at 11.42pm 
and arrived within five minutes to 
extinguish the blaze. 

Mrs Yelland was found unre¬ 
sponsive on the upstairs landing 
and despite efforts from para¬ 
medics to resuscitate her she was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

Giving evidence at the inquest in 
Woking, Alan Grant, assistant 
group commander of the Surrey 
Fire and Rescue Service, said: 
“The most likely cause of the fire 
was the toaster. An independent 
forensic investigator, Ian Peck, 
was able to confirm this. 

“He found that the toaster was 
damaged so significantly that he 
could not identify the exact fault. 

“We will not know if it was 
switched on or if there was a de¬ 
fect. The toaster may well have 
been used earlier in the day and 
started smouldering.” 

Assistant coroner Dr Karin 
Englehart heard that the toaster 
began burning on the work sur¬ 
face in the kitchen. 

After the kitchen windows had

blown out, the fire grew more out 
of control as it was fed oxygen. 
Smoke billowed out of the 


kitchen door and up the staircase. 

The bathroom, which was direct¬ 
ly above the kitchen, was damaged 
by the smoke that also left black¬ 
ening stains on the outside walls of 
the white stone house. 

Mr Grant added: “Mrs Yelland 
may have been going up to get 
ready for bed and been overcome 
by the smoke coming up the stairs. 

“If she had known what was 
going on she would have been 
overcome by it very early after 
noticing it.” 

A postmortem examination 
revealed that the OAP had died as 
a result of smoke inhalation. The 
kitchen flames did not contribute 
to her death. 

Recording a verdict of accidental 
death, Dr Englehart said: “I will 
conclude that Joyce Yelland died 
as a result of an accident. 

“I do of course offer my condo¬ 
lences to all of Mrs Yelland's fami¬ 
ly and friends. 

“From what I have heard about 
her, she sounds utterly delightful 
and I hope that is how you will 
remember her.” 


Police hunt for ponytailed attacker 


Detectives investigating a vicious 
daylight assault on two young women 
have arrested a man as they continue to 
appeal for information. 

Police issued an efit of a woman they 
want to speak with, who is described as 
white, of big build, with dark blonde 
hair and faded freckles under her 
eyes. 

The two victims, aged 18 and 
22, were walking along McKen¬ 
zie Way, Epsom, at about 5pm 
on Tuesday, August 18, when 
they were approached by a 
number of teenagers walking 
from the Grove Close direction. 

A woman approached one of 
the victims aged 22, punching her 
in the face and the other, the 18-year- 
old woman, was punched in the body. 

A white man shouted abuse at the pair. 
He is described as 5ft 8in, of skinny 
build, with very short blonde hair. 

The woman is described as being 
white, aged 16 to 17, 5ft 7in, and of a 
heavy build. 

She had dark blonde hair tied up in a 
ponytail and may have had a tooth miss¬ 
ing. She was wearing a long sleeved grey 


top and grey jogging bottoms. 

A 28-year-old man from Epsom has 
been arrested on suspicion of a racially 
aggravated public order offence in con¬ 
nection with the attack and has been 
bailed until September 24 while 
enquiries continue. 

Officers are continuing to 
appeal for witnesses and for 
further information. 

Detective Sergeant Natalie 
Pearce said: “We are deter¬ 
mined to find those responsible 
for this vicious attack and have 
been carrying out extensive in¬ 
quiries to track them down. 

“We have released this image 
of a woman we would like to speak 
to as part of our investigation and I 
would urge anyone who may know who 
she is or has information about this inci¬ 
dent to call us straight away.”

Fly-tip search 

More than 50 vehicles were stopped and 
searched on Monday, September 1, as part 
of a major sting operation to reduce 
fly-tipping.

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CONSULTATION: Health bosses ‘keen to get it right’ over under-fire Gosbury Hill 


Health centre set for shake-up

GPs will launch a consulta¬ 
tion on the part-closure and 
relocation of Chessington’s 
Gosbury Hill health centre. 

The centre has faced criti¬ 
cism since opening for turn¬ 
ing away patients, not treating 
injuries or being the walk-in 
clinic it was expected to be. 

A report to Kingston Coun¬ 
cil’s health scrutiny panel 
said that “uptake in the 
service has not been as 
large as expected” despite 12- 
hour, 365-days-a-year opening 
times. 


Now health bosses have said 
they are “very keen to get it 
right”. 

As part of proposals, urgent 
care appointments could be 
moved to Surbiton Health 
Centre as a walk-in service, 
commissioners said, and peo¬ 
ple already registered at Gos¬ 
bury Hill could re-register 
with GP practices on the same 
site or within half a mile. 

The consultation, which 
could see the walk-in part of 
the site either close or partial¬ 
ly close, is proposed to run for 
eight weeks from Tuesday, 
September 15. 

However, a legally-mandat¬ 
ed equality impact assess¬ 
ment said more engagement 


with people who most use 
Gosbury Hill was needed. Ac¬ 
cording to reports, this meant 
parents with young children, 
the traveller community and 
the over-60s. 

Assessors also warned that 
moving the service to a more 
central location in the bor¬ 
ough could see a “sharp in¬ 
crease” in patient numbers. 

Earlier this year the 
Kingston Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group claimed it 
could not discuss the plans 
with this newspaper because 
of pre-election “purdah”. The 
purdah period means coun¬ 
cils and civil servants should 
not publish partisan or politi¬ 
cally-led information.

Late physicist’s son searches for old

A man whose research physi¬ 
cist father died of asbestos- 
related cancer is appealing 
for colleagues who may have 
known him in the 1970s. 

Norman Crevis, who lived 
in Dysart Avenue, Kingston, 
was 80 when he died in March 
2012 in the Princess Alice 
Hospice in Esher. 

He died from mesothe¬ 
lioma, the type of cancer 
most commonly associated 
with asbestos exposure. 

Mr Crevis’ son Jonathan 


believes his father may have 
been exposed to asbestos 
when he worked in the re¬ 
search department at the 
Electrical Research Associa¬ 
tion (ERA) in Leatherhead 
from 1967 until 1973. 

He said: “He had a number 
of jobs over the years and, 
based on some of the work he 
did, it seems like the most 
likely place he was exposed. 

“If any witnesses that knew 
him at the time and could 
come forward and confirm 


whether he was or wasn’t ex¬ 
posed while working at ERA 
that would help us. 

“We just want to know how 
and why he died the way he 
did.” 

An inquest into the death 
ruled the most likely cause 
of death would have been 
asbestos.

Elderly residents are in dan¬ 
ger of being duped into hand¬ 
ing over money by a locksmith 
con, Surrey Police have 
warned. 

A fraudster, who police have

The most recent incident 
took place in West Hill, on Au¬ 
gust 31, when the Epsom con- 
man posed as the victim’s 
neighbour to borrow £80 be¬ 
fore disappearing. 

Detective Sergeant Ruth 
Atkins said: “We are urging 
residents to be vigilant and 
never hand over any money to 
people who just show up, no 
matter how plausible or heart- 
wrenching the story is. 

“The suspect has targeted an 
elderly resident, which makes 
this crime all the more despi¬ 
cable, and we are determined 
to do all we can to trace the 
offender responsible.”

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Hike in fares ‘nasty 
shock’ for parents

A 52 per cent price hike on bus 
passes for schoolchildren has 
been met with outrage from par¬ 
ents in the first week of term. 

Buses Excetera announced just 
before the start of the school 
year an increase from £335 to 
£510 for its annual Excetera 
School Plus service, which takes 
children to and from school in 
the area. 

One parent, who wished not to 
be named, said: “For the bus 
company to put prices up so 
steeply so close to the start of 
term is totally unacceptable. 

“It’s a nasty shock for us and I 
know a lot of St Andrew’s par¬ 
ents are very upset about this.” 

Particularly affected are 
Epsom families whose children 
attend St Andrew’s Catholic 
School in Leatherhead for faith- 
based reasons, because they are 
not eligible for Surrey County 
Council’s financial provisions 
for children who travel more 
than three miles to their “near¬ 
est appropriate state school”. 

Peter Mugridge, whose daugh¬ 
ter attends St Andrew’s, said: 
“A sudden unannounced fares 
rise just at the time when every¬ 
one has been on holiday and,

therefore, will have depleted 
finances is not a good thing to 
discover. 

“In our case, it’s just one child 
using the bus, but other parents 
may have two or more. 

“It may well force more parents 
into driving the school run, and 
the road that leads to St An¬ 
drew’s is already one of the most 
congested in the area. It wouldn’t 
take much to gridlock things 
around there.” 

Buses Excetera - which has re¬ 
cently brought in a new manage¬ 
ment team - claim the previous 
rates were loss-making, and 
prices have only risen to meet 
the high cost of running the 
service. 

Depot manager David Hunt 
pointed to the fact that Surrey 
County Council does not sub¬ 
sidise bus routes, and so his is a 
“completely commercially-run 
service”. 

He said: “It is unfortunate 


we’ve had to bring in a price rise 
and I appreciate parents will be 
upset. We accept fare rises are 
never welcome and we regret 
taking this unpalatable step. 

“It’s not a profitable route at all 
- it has been running at a loss for 
some time. It was a straight 
choice between raising the prices 
and stopping the service entirely, 
which we did not want to do.” 

Mr Hunt blamed the “lack of 
political will” in Surrey for sub¬ 
sidised school travel, arguing 
that in London, buses receive an 
awful lot in contributions from 
Transport for London in order to 
keep prices down. 

He also lamented that children 
who attend faith schools further 
away from their nearest state 
school had “fallen through the 
cracks”, and urged the council to 
review its provisions for school 
travel. 

Parents were also upset at the 
county council’s decision to com¬ 
pletely outsource school travel to 
a commercial company, saying it 
“leaves them exposed to massive 
price rises”. 

However, John Furey, Conser¬ 
vative council cabinet member 
for highways, transport and 
flooding argued the price rise 
was “nothing to do with the 
council”, and that its legal re¬ 
quirements did not include mak¬ 
ing provisions for faith schools. 


Green-fingered to light-fingered: Meet the dodgy gardener

A cowboy gardener who has ad¬ 
mitted conning elderly and vul¬ 
nerable victims - some of them 
in their nineties - out of thou¬ 
sands of pounds through sham 
services has had his sentencing 
adjourned for a month. 

In July, Benjamin Brown, 62, of 
Cox Lane, Epsom, pleaded guilty 
at Guildford Crown Court to 
eight counts of fraud and four of 
money-laundering, relating to 
sums of up to £660,000. 

Last Tuesday, Judge Recorder 
Christopher Critchlow granted 
the defence’s request for an ad¬ 
journment on the grounds of de¬ 
lays in the accountants’ report of 
Brown’s earnings, and the “ex¬ 
tremely poor” health of his fa¬ 
ther, also called Benjamin. 

The court heard that Brown’s 
father, who suffers from kidney 
disease, was recently released 
from a hospice to return home. 

Speaking at Guildford Crown 
Court, Judge Critchlow said: “As 


an act of compassion, the court 
will adjourn the sentencing until 
Friday, October 2, and Mr Brown 
will remain on bail until then.” 

Bail conditions require Brown 
to remain at his Cox Lane home 
every night, but the condition 
that he was not to travel beyond 
three miles was lifted. 

He targeted his victims be¬ 
tween 2006 and 2013, trading 
under the names Greenfingers 
Gardening and Homecare Prop¬ 
erty Maintenance, offering 
services including landscape 
gardening, paving and fencing. 

He advertised in newspapers 
including the Epsom Guardian 
and its sister paper the Sutton 
Guardian, in parish magazines, 
and by posting adverts through 
doors, but would charge people 
excessively for poor quality 
work. 

Brown responded to customer 
complaints with threats, verbal 
abuse and aggression.

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An Epsom pub is to be given 
Grade II-listed status by Historic 
England as an example of the 
“improved pub” movement that 
flourished in the inter-war years. 

Previously known as the 
Stoneleigh Hotel, the Station pub 
in Stoneleigh Broadway was built 
between 1934 and 1935 and is 
among 21 surviving inter-war 
pubs from across the country 
protected by the Department for 
Culture, Media and Sport. 


The pubs are all good examples 
of the “reformed” establishments 
built after World War I, where 
breweries were keen to leave be¬ 
hind the image of drunkenness 
associated with the Victorian and 
Edwardian eras. 

The new pubs were bigger, with 
restaurants, gardens and commu¬ 
nity meeting spaces aimed at ap¬ 
pealing to families, and 
particularly women. 

The Station was built by Tru¬ 
man’s Brewery. 

A spokesman for Historic Eng¬ 
land, formerly English Heritage, 
said: “This status was granted 
after a long research project, 


started in 2013, to protect the best 
and most rare examples of this ar¬ 
chitecturally overlooked movement. 

“The Station was one of the 
most ambitious and expensive 
pubs built by Truman’s for richer 
customers in Surrey. 

“It was designed in the brewer’s 
Tudor style, intended to evoke 
fond feelings for merry England 
and to embody the traditional 
idea of the cosy, hospitable En¬ 
glish inn.” 

The general manager of the Sta¬ 
tion, Trevor Thompson, said: “We 
acknowledge the listing and hope 
it encourages more customers to 
visit the pub.”

Another year at top schools 


Over the summer period nation¬ 
al politicians of various political 
persuasions have called upon 
teachers to look out for Islamic 
extremists, check pupils’ lunch 
boxes to prevent poor diets, 
teach more sex education and 
understand the effects of flooded 
homes on young people. 

The fact that teachers are regu¬ 
larly called upon to solve the lat¬ 
est national concern says much 
about the value placed on our 
schools. 


And as the new term begins it 
is worth remembering just how 
good our local schools are. 

Year on year the results com¬ 
ing out of Epsom and Ewell’s 
primary and secondary schools 
show that they are performing 
above both the Surrey and En¬ 
glish national levels in the vast 
majority of published criteria.

Taking issue with comment 


Estate redevelopment overdue 
but I hope shopkeepers remain 


I had a rare copy of the newspa¬ 
per delivered and saw someone 
had responded to this misguided 
comment in your 5 Thoughts col¬ 
umn in defence of the pharmacy 
assistant so I wanted to con¬ 
tribute too. 

As a pharmacist, I would like to 
remind readers that paracetamol 
is surprisingly dangerous in rela¬ 
tively low doses. 

The recommended dose is eight 
tablets daily and this is clearly 
marked on the packaging but it is 
available in many different 
brands, as an ingredient in many 
cold remedies and as a combined 
medicine - such as co-codamol. 

If someone took both paraceta¬ 
mol and another paracetamol- 
containing product concurrently, 
this could be damaging to the 
liver and higher doses taken over 
a longer period can be fatal. This 


may not be appreciated by every¬ 
one and the fact that paracetamol 
can be bought unsupervised in 
corner shops, garages and super¬ 
markets makes it more of a risk. 

The pharmacy assistant was 
doing her job totally correctly in 
asking about medication as one 
may not always realise one is al¬ 
ready taking paracetamol. 

Pharmacies are always the best 
place to purchase medicines as 
there is expert advice on hand 
should you need it. 

It might feel over the top and 
even intrusive but we are health¬ 
care professionals and all too reg¬ 
ularly see patients who 
misunderstand their medicines 
and all medicines carry some 
risk if they are not taken 
appropriately.

Five tips for dealing with wood rot 


1) There are two types of rot: wet and 
dry, but what's the difference? Caused 
by a type of fungi, wet rot is the most 
common, but least serious, kind of rot. 
The fungus takes hold in damp, wet 
wood, but remains confined there (un¬ 
like dry rot, which spreads), so it's usu¬ 
ally straightforward to spot and deal 
with. Affected wood feels spongy and 
soft and will usually crumble when you 
press on it. 

2) Wet rot often occurs in timber that's 
routinely exposed to moisture, such as 
the outside of wooden windows and 
doors, especially if the paint or varnish 
has flaked off or cracked, but it can 
occur under paintwork that appears in¬ 
tact. The first thing to do is stop water 
coming into contact with your wood. 

3) Treating wet rot isn't difficult. The 
wood's soft so you can easily remove 
the worst of it. Use a wood-hardening 


liquid, such as Ronseal High Perfor¬ 
mance Wet Rot Wood Hardener (£7 for 
250ml, B&Q) to harden the remaining 
wood, then fill on top, building the 
filler up in layers if necessary. Polycell 
Polyfilla for 

Wood - Large Repairs (£9.99 for 500g, 
Homebase) is an ideal option. If the 
rot's widespread, it may be easier to re¬ 
move all of it and splice in a new piece 
of wood - or get a carpenter to. 

4) Dry rot is also caused by a fungus 
(serpula lacrymans), but one that's far 
more destructive. Whereas wet rot 
often occurs in exposed places, dry rot 
is more likely to be hidden. It thrives in 
moist, poorly ventilated spaces, such as 
under wooden stairs and floorboards, 
making it hard to spot. Another prob¬ 
lem with dry rot is that the spores trav¬ 
el fast, so the whole structure of a 
building - both the walls and timber - 


can be infected in a relatively short 
space of time. The signs to look out for 
are wood cracking in a cuboidal way, a 
musty odour and mushroom-like 
growths. The growths can be different 
colours - they're often whitish grey 
(sometimes with patches of yellow and 
lilac) and when they're most danger¬ 
ous, orangey-ochre, with spores resem¬ 
bling brick dust. 

5) To treat dry rot, you need to solve 
the cause of the damp. All the affected 
wood, and wood on either side, must 
be removed, but doing so can spread 
the spores, so the remaining timber 
(and walls) must be treated to prevent 
infection. Any structural woodwork will 
usually need to be replaced. This isn't a 
simple DIYjob and because it's so im¬ 
portant to eliminate the fungus, is best 
left to the professionals.

George Osborne - The Epsom landlord’s friend? 


Well the last few weeks have been rather hectic 
as Epsom landlords, some who use us to manage 
their properties and other landlords who just read 
our Epsom Property Blog, have been sending 
me emails or picking the phone up to me not just 
about new properties to buy, but also about the 
new rules on buy to let taxation announced in the 
recent budget. George Osborne confirmed in the 
recent summer budget that the tax relief given to 
landlords on mortgage interest payments, on their 
buy to let (BTL) properties, would be reduced over 
the coming years for higher rate income tax payers. 
The Chancellor said the tax relief that private buy 
to let landlords (who pay the higher rate of income 
tax) would change in 2017 from the current 
45%/40% and would steadily reduce over the 
following four years to the existing 20% by 2020. 

With 19.4% of residential property in the area of 
Epsom and Ewell being privately rented (as there are 
2,450 privately rented properties in the town), these 
changes are potentially something that will not only 
affect most Epsom landlords, but also the tenants 
and the wider property market as a whole. The 
choice of rental properties could drop, especially at 
the top end of the market which could push up rents. 

However, Epsom landlords could protect themselves 
by reassigning one or more rental properties into 
a company structure (e.g., a Limited Company, 
Partnership or Sole Trader) and by doing so, the total 
tax paid is greatly reduced, because a company only 
pays tax on the profit. Nonetheless, before everyone 
goes off setting up companies for their BTL portfolios, 


it must also be noted, if a sole trader firm is started, 
stamp duty needs to be paid, yet if the owner is 
in business with a partner, they could enjoy some 
stamp duty relief. The biggest tax variation is Capital 
Gains Tax (CGT) where the tax bill will be much higher 
when you come to sell your portfolio. In essence, by 
going into business with your BTL properties, you will 
potentially have a modest stamp duty to pay when 
you start, but you will have a lot less monthly tax to 
pay, irrespective of the interest rate, but the CGT bill 
will be much higher when you come to sell... as you 
can see, it is not a ‘get out of jail card’. Now it must 
be remembered, I am not a tax advisor, so you must 
take advice from a qualified person. 

Those planning to purchase a BTL property will 
have to factor these new rules into their calculations, 
and this could affect the offers they are willing to 
make. However, I am not that concerned, as the 
scaremonger reports fail to see the fact that two 
out of three BTL properties that have been bought 
since 2007 have been purchased without the 
support of BTL mortgage. With those two thirds of 
landlords paying cash for the purchase of their rental 
properties, that means two thirds of landlords will be 
totally unaffected by the changes. 

So what of the future? The British love their Bricks and 
Mortar, it’s an asset that they can touch and feel and 
has a 70 year track record of capital growth that has 
out stripped inflation. Buy to Let will still be attractive 
to Epsom investors and let me explain why. If you 
invested £80,000 in Epsom property in September 
1987, today it would be worth £314,836. If you had 


invested the same £80,000 in to the London Stock 
Market (the FTSE 100 to be exact), it would be only 
be worth £229,012 today, whilst Inflation would 
have taken the original £80,000 and pushed it up 
to £166,254. 

It’s true some central London landlords relying solely 
on the tax breaks rather than high yields may be 
forced out of the market, but even those landlords 
could seek to recoup any losses by increasing rents. 
However, those landlords may leave the market and 
this could constrict the availability of rented houses 
even more than it is already, increasing rents and 
thus pushing yields even higher for landlords and 
BTL investors still in the market... thus attracting new 
landlords into the market because of those higher 
yields. 

The reality is, there is too much demand and not 
enough supply of homes for people to live in, in the 
town. Official figures show the population in Epsom 
and Ewell is rising by 804 persons per year (i.e., 
demand rising), but only 215 properties are being 
built each year (i.e., supply is low). This sets up the 
Epsom (and UK) property market to continue to 
create strong and steady returns, irrespective of any 
tax loophole being there (or not as the case maybe). 

If the demand is there, I am happy to organise an 
informal Buy to Let seminar with a local Epsom 
accountant one evening, whereby they can show you 
the options available and what might be best for you.
